OAKLAND, Nov. 17.—Nine men 
were arrested, shops were fired, 


thousands of gallons of milk destroy- 
ed and several employes of milk 
distributing firms hauled from their 
trucks and beaten in Oakland's 
“Milk war’ here today. 

That they would appeal to Gover- 
nor Richardson in Sacramento to 
send troops to the city to guard dis- 
tribution of milk unless police and 
sheriff officers proved able to cope 
with the situation was the decision 
of local distributors. Trouble over 
the milk situation has been brewing 
for several days between distribu- 
tors and producers. Producers, the 
distributors charge, sought to break 
their contact with them and attempt- 
ed to boost the price to from 18 to 
29 cents. 

The producers declare that they 
are losing money and refused to con- 
tinue to sell milk at a low price. The 
distributors sought to compel the 
producers to keep the agreement. 

Some of th@® distributors started to 
purchase milk from independent pro- 
ducers and then armed men_ beat 
milk drivers and destroyed milk car- 
gos.

The 250 gallons of milk delivered 
to the Purity Creamery daily were 
delayed yesterday until noon, Alfred 
Costa, manager of the creamery said. 
Costa declared that he had been pay- 
ing the price asked by the producers, 
and had not been implicated in the 
retail price cutting. The trucks carry- 
ing the milk had been stopped above 
Martinez on their way to the daries 
in the Delta region. . Costa said that 
he had been informed that hi-jackers 
in an effort to stop Oakland’s sup- 
ply had been halting all the trucks, 
regardless of where they were bound. 

The Eagle Creamery reported that 
their supply of 400 gajlons had ar- 
rived on time, although the truck 
drivers had been experienced some 
some difficulty in getting through the 
guarded highways. J. B. Silviera, 
manager of the concern stated that 
he had been paying the price de- 
manded by the producers. Their sup- 
ply, he declared, woujd not be cut, 
as they supplied the schools.
